Pitbull Owners Tell

The elder Sequeira, along 
with his son, George, 21, and 
nephew, Clem, 23, are on trial 
on a variety of charges involv­ 
ing cruelty to animals, primar­ 
ily fighting Staffordshire ter­ 
riers (pitbulls) and 
feeding 
stray dqgs to their fighters as 
“sparring partners.” 
Also testifying as defense 
witnesses were Clem and Jose 
Bernard 
Sequeira, 
another 
nephew of Joseph in the Unit­ 
ed States on a visa from Portu­ 
gal and a milker at the Se­ 
queira cattle ranch in Peta­ 
luma. 
All backed the contention of 


defense attorney William O. 
Weissich who, in his opening 
statement to the jury of seven 
women and five men, said the 
Sequeira boys worked hard to 
train their nine pitbulls as 
hunters, not fighters. 
His clients did not, as charg­ 
ed by the prosecution, pick up 
stray dogs and throw them into 
the pit with their killers to be 
mutilated as part of their 
training, Weissich said. 
Interpreting for Jose and Jo­ 
seph was another member of 
the family, Reuben Sequeira, 
21, of Petaluma, brother of 
Clem and cousin of George.

W—Res­ 
cue workers toiling around the 
clock sifted through the wreck­ 
age of a tornado-stricken city 
today in a grim search for dead 
and injured. 
Only one victim, a 6-month- 
old girl, was known to have 
perished in the twister that 
spun out of a squall line like 
a yo-yo and tore a three-mile 
long zig-zag path through this 
western 
Florida 
panhandle 
community. 
But Capt. J. W. Jourdan, di­ 
recting a highway patrol em er­ 
gency team, said, “There’s a 
possibility a lot of dead people 
will show up” in the flattened 
debris of the more than 300 
homes damaged by the storm. 
Approximately 
63 
persons 
were injured—five of them ser­ 
ious enough for hospitalization 
—and an estimated 1,500 were 
left homeless by the deadly 
funnel, which apparently dip­ 
ped to the ground three times. 
The Pensacola Journal said 
50 house trailers also were de­ 
stroyed. 
But Jourdan said there was 
“no refugee 
problem,” that 
many of those whose homes 
were wrecked moved in with 
friends or relatives. 
A series of squall lines blow­ 
ing across the lower half of 
the Gulf coastal states spawn­ 
ed the tornado, which pounded 
Crestview 
and 
other 
cities. 
Slight property damage was re­ 
ported at Destin and Paxton. 
Fla., and at Glenwood, Ala. 
Crestview officials estimated 
the property loss here alone 
at one million dollars or more. 
State troopers and other offi­ 
cers stood guard through the 
night to prevent looting. 
Sightseers jammed the farm ­ 
ing and livestock center in the 
wake of the storm, paralyzing 
traffic and hampering rescue 
work.

after brick home has been 
blown flat” by the terrific force 
of the wind. 
The dead child was Donna 
Joyce Johnson, the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth Johnson.

GP—Res­ 
cue workers toiling around the 
clock sifted through the wreck­ 
age of a tornado-stricken city 
today in a grim search for dead 
and injured. 
Only one victim, a 6-month- 
old girl, was known to have 
perished in the twister that 
spun out of a squall line like 
a yo-yo and tore a three-mile 
long zig-zag path through this 
western Florida panhandle 
community. 
But Capt. J. W. Jourdan, di­ 
recting a highway patrol emer­ 
gency team, said, “There's a 
possibility a lot of dead people 
will show up” in the flattened 
debris of the more than 300 
homes damaged by the storm. 
Approximately 63 persons 
were injured—five of them ser­ 
ious enough for hospitalization 
—and an estimated 1,500 were 
left homeless by the deadly 
funnel, which apparently dip­ 
ped to the ground three times. 
The Pensacola Journal said 
50 house trailers also were de­ 
stroyed. 
But Jourdan said there was 
“no refugee problem;” that 
many of those whose homes 
were wrecked moved in with 
friends or relatives. 
A series of squall lines blow­ 
ing across the lower half of 
the Gulf coastal states spawn­ 
ed the tornado, which pounded 
Crestview and other cities. 
Slight property damage was re­ 
ported at Destin and Paxton, 
Fla., and at Glenwood, Ala.

This is the outstanding char­ 
acteristic of the new Trinity 
Lutheran Church being con­ 
structed on 4.7 acres on Wpod- 
land Avenue near B Street in 
San Rafael. Additipnal devia­ 
tions from orthodox plans in­ 
clude an altar in the center of 
the sanctuary, seating areas 
that extend in the four arms 
of the cross and allow worship­ 
ers to face the altar with none 
sitting more than five pews 
away from the center of wor­ 
ship. 
There are also soundproof 
rooms immediately off the sanc­ 
tuary which will allow late 
comers, and those who have 
had to leave the service unex­ 
pectedly, to return, listen, but 
not disturb. 
The church’s architect, Don­ 
ald Powers Smith of San Fran­ 
cisco, who has designed 50 
churches in California, includ­ 
ing the Redwood Presbyterian 
Church in Larkspur, feels that 
the most significant concept of 
the Trinity Church design iron­ 
ically is in its “ traditional 
form.” That is that the concept 
of the plan of the whole church 
is worshipers gathering around 
the altar^; ;..v* 


The earliest C h ristian s 


started this type of worship 
when they met to celebrate 
Holy Communion which in 
the first few centuries after 
the Resurrection of Jesus 
Christ was literally a w orship 
end eating situation. Later, 
when the center of Christen­ 
dom was in Constantinople, 
the Greek c r o s s d e s i g n 
emerged. But now Greek 
Orthodox altars are located 
at one end of sanctuaries and 
screened off. 


It has only been within the 
last year that the center plan 
has been re-awakened by ar­ 
chitects. For example, of the 
half a hundred churches that 
Smith has done.

tics are an “amplification of 
the basic theme of people gath­ 
ered about a communion ta­ 
ble,” to use Smith’s words.

churches should most appro 
priately be one space or uni­ 
cameral in form. The act of 
corporate worship suggests an 
architectural arrangement that 
enables the worshipper to real­ 
ize his role as a member of 
the Body of Christ, and empha­ 
sizes the direct access of the 
believer to the m e a n s of 
Grace.”

Trinity 
congregation 
which has pioneered in Marin 
with this type of structure in 
which to worship, acted to ele­ 
vate a criticism of church ar­ 
chitecture that was potently 
expressed by Dr. Theophilus 
M. Taylor, former moderator of 
the United Presbyterian Church 
in the U.S.A. and a graduate 
architect. 
To 1961's National Confer­ 
ence on church architecture in 
Pittsburgh. Dr. Taylor said that 
America is pockmarked with 
churches that look like post 
offices, state capitols, railway 
stations and theaters.

This is the outstanding char­ 
acteristic of the new Trinity 
Lutheran Church being con­ 
structed on 4.7 acres on Wood­ 
land Avenue near B Street in 
San Rafael. Additional devia­ 
tions from orthodox plans in­ 
clude an altar in the center of 
the sanctuary, seating areas 
that extend in the four arms 
of the cross and allow worship­ 
ers to face the altar with none 
sitting more than five pews 
away from the center of wor­ 
ship. 
There are also soundproof 
rooms immediately off the sanc­ 
tuary which will allow late 
comers, and those who have 
had to leave the service unex- 
pectedly, to return, listen, but 
not disturb. 
The church’s architect, Don­ 
ald Powers Smith of San Fran­ 
cisco, who has designed 50 
churches in California, includ­ 
ing the Redwood Presbyterian 
Church in Larkspur, feels that 
the most significant concept of 
the Trinity Church design iron­ 
ically is in its “traditional 
form .” That is that the concept 
of the plan of the whole church 
is worshipers gathering around 
the altar*. ; . v*. 
The earliest C hristians 
started this type of worship 
when they met to celebrate 
Holy Communion which in 
the first few centuries after 
the Resurrection of Jesus 
Christ w as literally a worship 
end eating situation. Later, 
when the center of Christen­ 
dom was in Constantinople, 
the Greek c r o s s d e s i g n 
emerged. 
But 
now 
Greek 
Orthodox altars are located 
at one end of sanctuaries and 
screened off. 
It has only been within the 
last year that the center plan 
has been re-awakened by ar­ 
chitects.

tics are an “amplification of 
the basic theme of people gath­ 
ered about a communion ta­ 
ble,” to use Smith’s words.

It should be 
pleasing and attractive, but 
should acknowledge traditions 
without being archaic; should 
be functional' without being 
merely a religious factory, and 
should be substantial and sta­ 
ble without being permanent.”

unanimous guilty verdict be­ 
fore Judge Thomas F. Keating. 
The judge set 10 a.m. Jan. 29 
as the time to hear a probation 
report and to sentence John­ 
son. 
The offense for which John­ 
son was convicted is petty theft 
in itself. However, under state 
law, the crime becomes a fel­ 
ony if committed by a person 
who has a previous felony rec­ 
ord. Johnson served a San 
Quentin term for grand theft 
in San Mateo County in 1955. 
He now faces a penalty rang­ 
ing from a county jail term to 
five years in prison.

Roger P. Garetyi 
is now prepared to re-try the 
case, charging first degree mur­ 
der. Defense attorney Davis is 
trying to block that trial on 
grounds that Rogers cannot be 
tried for first degree murder 
after an original conviction for 
second degree murder.

California Highway Patrol­ 
men Vincent C. Weimar and 
Charles Woodworth, w'ho ar­ 
rived at the scene shortly after 
2:30 a.m., said the wreckage "f 
the three cars was strewn for 
many yards along the highway.

Ex-Convict 
Guilty Of 
$160 Theft 
Joe Junior Johnson, 33, an 
ex-convict from San Mateo 
County, was found guilty yes­ 
terday of stealing about $160 
worth of coins from San Ra­ 
fael city parking meters last 
November. 
A Marin Superior Court 
jury deliberated less than 30 
minutes and brought in a 
unanimous guilty verdict be­ 
fore Judge Thomas F. Keating. 
The judge set 10 a.m. Jan. 29 
as the time to hear a probation 
report and to sentence John­ 
son.The offense for which John­ 
son was convicted is petty theft 
in itself. However, under state 
law, the crime becomes a fel­ 
ony if committed by a person 
who has a previous felony rec­ 
ord. Johnson served a San 
Quentin term for grand theft 
in San Mateo County in 1955. 
He now faces a penalty rang­ 
ing from a county jail term to 
five years in prison. 
Last Nov. 24, San Rafael po­ 
lice arrested Johnson, who 
was weighted down with sev­ 
eral bags full of coins. Meter 
collectors said many of the 
meters in the city parking lots 
at Fifth and C Streets and 
Third and Lootens Place were 
empty or nearly empty. Some 
of the meter boxes were open, 
and coins lay scattered on the 
pavement. 
Assistant Dist. Atty. Bruce 
B. Bales introduced these and 
other circumstantial evidence 
to convince the jurors that 
Johnson was responsible.

The Second murder trial for 
San Gabriel contractor Robert 
Burdette Rogers, which had 
been set to start next Tuesday, 
has been postponed a month. 
Rogers, 42, accused of shoot­ 
ing his wife to death at the 
San Rafael home of her mother 
in August of 1959, will be tried 
by jury on Feb. 6 The trial is 
set for three weeks in Marin 
Superior Court. 
The postponement came yes­ 
terday on the motion of attor­ 
ney George T. Davis, who rep­ 
resents Rogers. 
Rogers was convicted of sec­ 
ond degree murder in Decem- 
aer of 1959. During that trial, 
both sides entered into a stip­ 
ulation that Rogers could be 
convicted of either manslaugh­ 
ter or second degree murder.

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Kennedy's Public Approval Rating 
Far Higher After Year In Office 


WASHINGTON—President 
Kennedy enters upon his sec­ 
ond 12 months in a strength­ 
ened political position. 
This second session of the 
87th Congress will be encoun­ 
tering a more popular, a more 
confident, and a more decis­ 
ive President. 
Gone 
is 
Mr. 
Kennedy’s 
haunting pre-occupation with 
the closness of the election; 
gone is that special element 
of uncertainty which came 
from the fact that a near- 
majority wanted Mr. Nixon in 
the White .House. 
Congress will not be a rub­ 
ber stamp this year any more 
than it was last. Congress re­ 
mains the same, more con­ 
servative than the Democrat­ 
ic platform and on some is­ 
sues more conservative than 
the Chief Executive. But the 
President is not the same. 
There is this difference: 
after winning the election so 
closely that he barely made 
it, Mr. Kennedy has in less 
than a year remarkably con­ 
solidated his standing with 
the American people. 
As a candidate for Presi­ 
dent Mr. Kennedy was able 
to win no more than a paper- 
thin majority. As President 
Mr. Kennedy has succeeded 
in winning a higher approval- 
rating than any of his recent 
predecessors—a high of 83 
per cent, and in the latest 
Gallup poll, 77 per cent. (Mr. 
Eisenhower’s peak was 79 per 
cent.) 
Last January Mr. Kennedy 
took office as a Chief Execu­ 
tive who almost lost. This 
January he is a President who 
has gained new political cre­ 
dentials and new public stand­ 
ing. 
THIS DOES THREE' things. 
It gives the President greater 
confidence It encourages him 
to take a bolder course, as he 
has in his proposed trade pol­ 
icy to take advantage of the 
European Common Market. 
It gives added leverage to his 
leadership. 
Opinions will vary as to 
what has produced the nearly 
steady rise in Mr. Kennedy s 
graph of public approval. But 
the fact is not in dispute. Sen­ 
ate leaders of both parties, 
recently returning after sev­ 
eral months at home, almost 
uniformly agree on the Presi­ 
dent’s 
general 
popularity. 
Sen. Barry Goldwater noticed 
it, but he does not believe it 
will help the White House 
much with Congress on con­ 


troversial 
legislation. 
Sen. 
Mike Mansfield noticed it, and 
believes it will help the White 
House. It was confirmed in 
the elections last fall. Where 
Mr. Kennedy personally cam­ 
paigned, as in New Jersey and 
Texas, the Democrats won. 


WHEN YOU LOOK back 
over his first year in office, 
it is evident that in the early 
months of the new Adminis­ 
tration the 
President was 
neither very popular — nor 
very *unpopular — until he 
made the great mistake over 
Cuba. Oddly enough, the first 
substantia! risd in Mr. Ken­ 
nedy’s public approval status 
came in the immediate wake 
of the Cuban fiasco. Since that 
time it has risen further and 
held. These seem to be the 


1—Obviously the horren­ 
dous failure of the Cuban op­ 
eration-all the blame on the 
United States for having a 
hand in it but never putting 
a sufficiently strong hand in 
it to make it successful—did 
not give the President any 
credit or any credentials. But 
the fact that Mr. Kennedy 
publicly took the full respon­ 
sibility for all the final deci­ 
sions, quickly calling off the 
overeager 
apologists 
who 
were looking for scapegoats, 
did more than anything else 
to win him an upsurge of 
goodwill and approval. 
I know of no one in the Ad­ 
ministration and few outside 
who do not think that Mr. 
Kennedy learned immeasur­ 
ably from the Cuban experi­ 
ence and that his action in 
taking complete blame was 
not only wise but accurate. 
He was to blame and ia say­ 
ing so he won more public 
support than the failure lost 
him. 
2—The second factor in the 
President’s present popularity 
is his wise and firm handling 
of the Berlin crisis. He has 
succeeded in strengthening 
his ties with Macmillan, de 
Gaulle, and Adenauer. He has 
helped to keep the allies unit­ 
ed on the substance of policy, 
including the undeviating de­ 
termination to defend our 
rights in West Berlin. He has 
kept the door open for serious 
negotiation whenever the So­ 
viets want to negotiate seri­ 
ously. 
Most people, I think, feel 
that the danger of war over 
Berlin is less than it was six 
months ago largely because 
Mr. Kennedy has got his mes­ 
sage through to the Kremlin.

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WASHINGTON— President 
Kennedy enters upon his sec­ 
ond 12 months in a strength­ 
ened political position. 
This second session of the 
87th Congress will be encoun­ 
tering a more popular, a more 
confident, and a more decis­ 
ive President. 
Gone 
is 
Mr. 
Kennedy’s 
haunting pre-occupation with 
the closness of the election; 
gone is that special element 
of uncertainty which came 
from the fact that a near- 
majority wanted Mr. Nixon in 
the White House. 
Congress will not be a rub­ 
ber stamp this year any more 
than it was last. Congress re­ 
mains the same, more con­ 
servative than the Democrat­ 
ic platform and on some is­ 
sues more conservative than 
the Chief Executive. But the 
President is not the same.

WHEN YOU LOOK back 
over his first year in office, 
it is evident that in the early 
months of the new Adminis­ 
tration the 
President was 
neither very popular — nor 
very *unpopular — until he 
made the great mistake over 
Cuba. Oddly enough, the first 
substantia! rise in Mr. Ken­ 
nedy’s public approval status 
came in the immediate wake 
of the Cuban fiasco. Since that 
time it has risen further and 
held. These seem to be the 
reasons: 
1—Obviously the horren­ 
dous failure of the Cuban op­ 
eration—all the blame on the 
United States for having a 
hand in it but never putting 
a sufficiently strong hand in 
it to make it successful—did 
not give the President any 
credit or any credentials. But 
the fact that Mr. Kennedy 
publicly took the full respon­ 
sibility for all the final deci­ 
sions, quickly calling off the 
overeager 
apologists 
who 
were looking for scapegoats, 
did more than anything else 
to win him an upsurge of 
goodwill and approval. 
I know of no one in the Ad­ 
ministration and few outside 
who do not think that Mr. 
Kennedy learned immeasur­ 
ably from the Cuban experi­ 
ence and that his action in 
taking complete blame was 
not only wise but accurate. 
He was to blame and is sav­ 
ing so he won more public 
support than the failure lost 
him. 
2—The second factor in the 
President’s present popularity 
is his wise and firm handling 
of the Berlin crisis. He has 
succeeded in strengthening 
his ties with Macmillan, de 
Gaulle, and Adenauer. He has 
helped to keep the allies unit­ 
ed on the substance of policy, 
including the undeviating de­ 
termination to defend our 
rights in West Berlin. He has 
kept the door open for serious 
negotiation whenever the So­ 
viets want to negotiate seri­ 
ously. 
Most people, I think, feel 
that the danger of war over 
«Berlin is less than it was six 
months ago largely because 
Mr. Kennedy has got his mes­ 
sage through to the Kremlin.

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Marin Skiers Build Themselves 
Base High In The Snow Country 


First Phase Of Lodge Building In Heart 


Of Resort Area Has Now Been Completed 


By DON KEOWN 
The Marin Ski Club now 
has a base of its own in the 
'high snow country. 
Designed by two of its 
members and built by the 
skiers themselves from mate­ 
rials close at hand, the 2,600 
square foot A-frame building 
is located on a lOOxlOO-foot 
parcel of land acquired in 
1958 along the south side of 
U.S. Highway 40 a quarter 
mile east of Soda Springs 
Lodge. 
The site is in the 
heart of the ski resort area 
and only a three-and-a-half- 
hour drive from Marin. 


THE 
PLANS 
drawn 
by 
Walter Stevens and Charles 
Massen, who also supervised 
the work, provide for four 
dormitories 
accommodating 
40 people, toilet facilities for 
each of the dorms, a kitchen 
in which several groups can 
cook at once: a dining room in 
which 
12 persons can be 
served, a living room large 
enough for parties and danc­ 
ing, and opening into the din­ 
ing room with a fireplace, am­ 
ple storage, a play or game 
room and work «pace. 
Plans provide for the con­ 
struction of the lodge in two 
stages. 
Stage 
one 
is 
now 
complete except for some in­ 
terior “refinements.” 
Stage 
two—the living room, which 
will add another 750 square 
feet of floor space and with 
the game room underneath— 
will probably be launched by 
the club members this sum­ 
mer. 
But the first portion of the 
project is already receiving- 
extensive usage. 
Stevens and Massen set 
the building at an angle to 
the highway so as to take full 
advantage of the sun and to 
save trees. They also raised 
the main level of the lodge 
nine feet, thus meaning that 
there will be no digging of 
snow until after the drifts 
pass that nine-foot mark. The 
main level of the lodge is en­ 
tered via a bridge. 


CIRCULATION is such that 
members can get from any 
room to any other room with­ 
out passing through a third 
room. An air lock was placed 
at the main entry. A trapdoor 
in the entry permits the pass­ 
ing of skis directly to the 
basement. 
The water system was de­ 
signed to drain easily at the 
close of weekends to mini­ 
mize the freeze hazard. 
The steep roof of the A- 
frame sheds snow and forms 
the walls as well as the roof, 
thus permitting the amateur 


builders to get the structure 
closed in a minimum length 
of time. 
“We wanted to eliminate 
that iiving-in-a-cave’ feeling 
so many lodges and cabins in 
the snow country present,” 
the designers say. The high 
ceiling and slopes along with 
indirect lighting and gener­ 
ous 
n a t u r a l 
light 
have 
achieved this by creating a 
spacious feeling, they believe. 
Stevens and Massen also 
like the A form because they 
feel it suggests the shape of 
mountains and trees. 
The 
materials 
consisted 
largely of snowshed timbers 
plus some salvage lumber. 
Rough-finished w o o d was 
used, to minimize costs, and 
the use of masonry and con­ 
crete was held down for the 
same reason and because of 
a lack of skilled labor to han­ 
dle 
those 
materials.

rough 
timbers, siding and 
decking and the plywood in­ 
terior walls, however, offer a 
distinct 
advantage 
in easy 
maintenance. 
And also give 
the structure the rustic, in­ 
formal appearance generally 
associated with ski lodges. 
The Marin Ski Club dates 
back to 1940-41 when it was 
founded as the Marin Skate 
and Ski Club.

First Phase Of Lodge Building In Heart 


Of Resort Area Has Now Been Completed 


Plans provide for the con­ 
struction of the lodge in two 
stages. 
Stage 
one 
is 
now 
complete except for some in­ 
terior “refinem ents.” 
Stage 
two—the living room, which 
will add another 750 square 
feet of floor space and with 
the game room underneath— 
will probably be launched by 
the club members this sum­ 
mer. 
But the first portion of the 
project is already receiving 
extensive usage. 
Stevens and Massen set 
the building at an angle to 
the highway so as to take full 
advantage of the sun and to 
save trees. 
They also raised 
the main level of the lodge 
nine feet, thus meaning that 
there will be no digging of 
snow until after the drifts 
pass that nine-foot mark.

CIRCULATION is such that 
members can get from any 
room to any other room with­ 
out passing through a third 
room. An air lock was placed 
at the main entry. A trapdoor 
in the entry permits the pass­ 
ing of skis directly to the 
basement. 
The water system was de­ 
signed to drain easily at the 
close of weekends to mini­ 
mize the freeze hazard. 
The steep roof of the A- 
frame sheds snow and forms 
the walls as well as the roof,

The Marin Ski Club now 
has a base of its own in the 
'high snow country. 
Designed by two of its 
members and built by the 
skiers themselves from mate­ 
rials close at hand, the 2,600 
square foot A-frame building 
is located on a 100x100-foot 
parcel of land acquired in 
1958 along the south side of 
U.S. Highway 40 a quarter 
mile east of Soda Springs 
Lodge.

builders to get the structure 
closed in a minimum length 
of time. 
“We wanted to eliminate 
that ‘living-in-a-cave’ feeling 
so many lodges and cabins in 
the snow country present,” 
the designers say.

Ernest Bloch 
Among '61's

Liturgical music for the 
Catholic Church has not been 
in short supply through the 
centuries, and Bach’s great 
creations for the Lutheran 
Church have raised Protestant 
church music to a high pin­ 
nacle of achievement. How­ 
ever, Judaism has not one 
great large * scale choral - or­ 
chestral composition by a com­ 
poser of any stature. 
Had not, that is, until the 
completion in 1933 of Ernest 
Bloch’s shattferingly beautiful 
“Sacred Service” or “Avodath 
Hakodesh.” The text is drawn 
from the “Union Prayer-Book 
for Jewish Worship.” Without 
thinking twice about the mat­ 
ter, Leonard Bernstein comes 
immediately to mind as suit­ 
able conductor of this music, 
and a splendid job he does on 
Columbia MS 6221 with the 
New York Philharmonic and 
Robert Merrill as cantor. The 
Choirs of the Metropolitan 
Synagogue and Community 
Church of New York provide 
the choral readings. 
This album was chosen by 
Hi-Fi Stereo Review as one of 
the 13 best records of the 
year for 1961, and I agree in 
every respect.

Tips on Purchase and Home Care of Your Wardrobe

"CAN MY SILK-WOOL DRESS BE DRYCLEANED?" 


The 
majority 
of 
com­ 
bination 
!k and wool gar­ 
ments w ill dryclean beauti­ 
fully; however, some do not 
wear or clean well. I lie con­ 
struction of the fabric and 
the yarns, them selves, are 
the cause of dissatisfaction 
with 
these garments, not 
dry cleaning. 


Fine, low twist silkyarns 
are woven lengthwise while 
the 
loosely twisted 
wool 
yarns are in the cross-wise 
direction. Silk yarns break 
at points of strain because 
of their low strength. These 


also work to the surface 
where the garment is folded 
or creased and subject to 
wear. 
In some cases the 
wool yarn works to the sur­ 
face and “pills.” 


At times these garments 
will shrink depending upon 
the construction 
and the 
manufacturer. It is impos­ 
sible to tell whether a silk- 
wool c o m b i n a t i o n w ill 
shrink objectionably. 


W hen buying a silk*wool 
com bination fabric choose a 
reliable manufacturer. Be 
certain you have deep fin- 


ished seams because these 
f a b r i c s fray excessively. 
Bound buttonholes in this 
type fabric may fray, also. 
If the garment fits too tight­ 
ly, remember that seams or 
darts may separate at the 
line of stitching. Select a 
garment design that permits 
free movement b e c a u s e 
strain causes these yarns to 
break.

Among '67's Best Albums 


By JOHN SLNIER 


Liturgical music for the 
Catholic Church has not been 
in short supply through the 
centuries, and Bach’s great 
creations for the Lutheran 
Church have raised Protestant 
church music to a high pin­ 
nacle of achievement. How­ 
ever, Judaism has not one 
great large - scale choral - or­ 
chestral composition by a com­ 
poser of any stature. 
Had not, that is, until the 
completion in 1933 of Ernest 
Bloch’s shattbringly beautiful 
“Sacred Service” or “Avodath 
Hakodesh.” The text is drawn 
from the “Union Prayer-Book 
for Jewish Worship.” Without 
thinking twice about the mat­ 
ter, Leonard Bernstein comes 
immediately to mind as suit­ 
able conductor of this music, 
and a splendid job he does on 
Columbia MS 6221 with the 
New York Philharmonic and 
Robert Merrill as cantor. The 
Choirs of the Metropolitan 
Synagogue and Community 
Church of New York provide 
the choral readings. 
This album was chosen by 
Hi-Fi Stereo Review as one of 
the 13 best records of the 
year for 1961, and I agree in 
every respect. 


WILLIAM SCHUMANN: 
Symphony No. 3 — Leonard 
Bernstein and the New York 
Philharmonic— Columbia MS 
6245: It’s quite discouraging 
how little music on records is 
available by the half-dozen or 
so top American contempor­ 
ary composers. 
Aside from 


Copland, they all seem to be 
in hiding. 
Only one other symphony 
of William 
Schumann's 
is 
available on record, No. 6. in 
a performance by the Phila­ 
delphia Orchestra (Columbia 
ML 49921. The “Symphony No. 
3” is a ‘large-scale work, bold 
in design and execution, with 
harmonies often atonal, but 
not disagreeable to the ear. 
The construction and form is 
clearly delineated by Bern­ 
stein and his Philharmonic 
men. 
And what a fine idea the 
simple cover photo-portrait of 
the composer is! 
Enough of 
the reproductions of abstract 
paintings on the covers of 
albums of modern classical 
music. Simple photos of the 
composer and/or performer 
are so much more useful.

It was brought out that 
Americans were spending 
more for music than for 
sports — a total of ID/& bil- 
l i o n annually. Americans 
support more symphony or­ 
chestras — almost 1,20() — 
than the rest of the world 
combined, and opera, ballet 
and concert ticket sales are 
the highest in history. Rise 
S t e v e n s emphasized the 
overwhelming c h a n g e i n 
American tastes during the 
fifties. Whereas the Euro­ 
peans have regarded us as 
c u l t u r a l adolescents who 
know the price of every­ 
thing and the value of noth­ 
ing, the image is changiug. 
The average American is 
now more familiar with the 
classical performing a r t s . 
“ Van Cliburn*8 fans,” she 
said, “now compare in num­ 
ber with those of Elvis Pres­ 
ley.** 


It was brought out that 
this year about 1,200 AM 
and FM radio stations are 
programming more t h a n 
13,000 hours of c o n c e r t 
music each week. 


Dr. 
Kendall 
described 
how broad new opportuni­ 
ties for developing musical 
appreciation and skills have 
opened up for today’s aver­ 
age child. This, he pointed 
out, was in sharp contrast 
to Europe, where only the 
very talented children are 
given adequate attention.

VIEW S TO DINE BY by Jer­ 
ome E. Klein, View Books Inc., 
283 pages, $4.95. Reviewed 
by Don Keown. 
For his “the stories of pan­ 
oramic restaurants around the 
world,” public relations man 
Klein has compiled a list of 
626 eating establishments in 
51 countries on f i ve con­ 
tinents which he feels offer 
exceptional views along with 
their cuisine. 
Of these, 248 are accompan­ 
ied by photographs showing 
just what the diner will be 
feasting his eyes upon while 
feeding the inner man. Brief 
informational sketches accom­ 
pany all the listings. And for 
many, there is greater detail 
including scores of interest­ 
ing anecdotes and vignettes. 
As 
might 
be 
expected, 
many of the restaurants cho­ 
sen have lofty locales—atop 
buildings, hotels, mountains, 
cliffs, monuments. Others are 
located in charming gardens 
or courtyards or adjacent to 
world famous scenic spots. 
The United States is not ov­ 
erlooked. And among the lim­ 
ited number of American res­ 
taurants included is one from 
Marin—Sausalito’s Alta Mira 
Hotel and its Terrace Dining 
Room with its sweeping view 
of San Francisco, the bay, the 
bridge and Sausalito itself. 
Says Klein; “I find Sausa­ 
lito a lovely place — it is a 
combination of many wonder­ 
ful piaces—of the fishing cove 
of Portofino and of a sleepy 
New England village, near 
Portland, Maine . . .” 
San Francisco places listed 
include Cliff House, Francis­ 
can Restaurant, Rolfs, Star- 
lite Roof of the Hotel Sir 
Francis Drake, Steacy’s Round 
House and, one of the very 
few cocktail lounges to make 
the grade, the Top of the 
Mark. 
Outside the USA, there are 
restaurants in ancient castles, 
an Irish establishment that 
boasts a ghost, many eating 
places where events of great 
historic significance occurred, 
restaurants that revolve, Eng- 
glish pubs, eating facilities 
aboard excursion boats, and 
much more. 
Two brief criticisms: While 
the photographs are beautiful, 
space considerations h a v e 
sometimes limited their size 


to such an extent that the 
beauty they depict cannot be 
fully appreciated by the view­ 
er. And while in many in­ 
stances Klein does include 
some information on cuisine 
as well as views, in a num­ 
ber of other cases the quality 
and specialties of the food 
and service are totally over­ 
looked. And no matter how 
magnificent the view, a trav­ 
eler, we are sure, would also 
want to have some advance 
assurance that the recom­ 
mended establishment offers 
something with special appeal 
to the taste buds as well as 
the eyes. 
The b o o k , nevertheless, 
makes for interesting read­ 
ing. It should be of real serv­ 
ice to the person who travels 
much, and who enjoys eating 
in surroundings of exception­ 
al beauty.

H O W TO BUMlD FIBERGLASS 
BOATS by Chari«* Bril, Cow - 
ard-McCann Inc., 244 pages, 
$7.50. Reviewed b y

The development of fiber­ 
glass has, according to Char­ 
les F. Chapman, editor of Mo­ 
tor Boating Magazine, made 
it possible for even the ama­ 
teur to fabricate a superior 
boat—providing he is aided 
by expert advice. And, the 
editor adds, Charles BeR, boat 
designer and builder, is just 
the man to go to for that ad­ 
vice. 
Bell, however, makes it un- . 
necessary for builders to 
come to him. In this book he 
provides step-by-step direc­ 
tions on how to build 15 dif­ 
ferent kinds of. boats ranging 
from a 16-foot dinghy to a 
29-foot cruiser. 
The first half of his book 
is devoted to a general dis­ 
cussion of the use of rein­ 
forced plastics in small boat 
building plus an analysis of 
several 
different 
building 
methods and some instruc­ 
tion on repairs and mainten­ 
ance. 
The last half of the book 
then includes the directions 
for building such boats as a 
Mohawk canoe, the Zephyr 
runabout, the Minuteman cat­ 
amaran, the Seafoam sports 
boat, a River Queen house­ 
boat, the Discoverer cruiser, 
a racing sloop, and others. 
Thrown in as a “bonus” are in- 
structions for building “foam 
boats” (for walking on water) 
and an aquacycle.

Author Bell is responsible 
for his own illustrations.

“CAN MY SILK-WOOL DRESS BE DRYCLEANED?" 


T he 
m ajority 
o f 
com ­ 
bination *ilk and wool gar­ 
ment* n ill dry clean beauti­ 
fully; however, some do not 
wear or clean w ell. T he con­ 
struction of the fabric and 
the yarns, them selves, are 
the cause of dissatisfaction 
with 
these 
garments, not 
drycleaning. 


Fine, low twist silkyarns 
are woven lengthwise w hile 
the 
loosely 
twisted 
wool 
yarns are in the cross-wise 
direction. Silk yarns break 
at points of strain because 
of their low strength. These

At tim es these garments 
w ill shrink depending upon 
the construction 
and

sible to tell whether a silk- 
wool c o m b i n a t i o n w ill 
shrink object ion ably. 


W hen buying a silk-wool 
com bination fabric choose a 
reliable m anufacturer. Be 
certain you have deep fin-

i»hed seams because these 
f a b r i c s fray excessively. 
Bound buttonholes in this 
type fabric m ay fray, also. 
If the garment fits too tight­ 
ly, rem em ber that seams or 
darts may separate at the 
line of stitching. Select a 
garment design that perm its 
free m ovem ent b e c a u s e 
strain causes these yarns to 
break. 


Y es, your silk-wool gar­ 
m ent w ill dryclean perfectly 
and wear -well, in m o s t 
cases. W here it does not, the 
fabric construction is usu­ 
ally at fault.

listen to her cello sonata re­ 
ceiving its first performance. 
Tremendously pleased at 
the discovery of this unex­ 
pected talent in her choral 
group, Mrs. Baker emphasizes 
that her intent is to continue 
to give more and more new 
artists an opportunity to have 
their works performed. 
“This has been a problem 
for musicians for centuries,” 
she points out. “But here in 
Marin, w i t h organizations 
such as the Festival of Per­

Know When Spring 
Up In Marin County 
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The Ground Beneath 
Tree Poses Special 
Planting Problems 


You Never 
Will Show 


It’s been said that the only 
trouble with Mann’s spring is 
that you never know when it 
starts. Many spring-blooming 


If you would start your gar­ 
den in good order as the new 
year 
begins, sharpen 
your 
shears and start pruning. De­ 
ciduous fruit trees, grapes, 
berries, roses and certain oth- 


Gift Trees 
Can Prove 
Too Costly 


If a friend offers you a 
young shade tree ’’just for the 
digging,” look it over before 
you accept. You may find it’s 
no bargain. 
Have the tree identified as 
to species; it may be a variety 
that is not desirable for home 
landscaping. 
Check 
it 
for 
shape and condition. It should 
have a straight stem with 
well-formed branches, and be 
free of pests and injuries. 
Moving the tree may be a 
larger operation than you an­ 
ticipate. Usually “gift” trees 
are loo large to be transplant­ 
ed successfully without a ball 
of earth around the roots. 
This entails careful digging 
and w’rapping the ball in bur­ 
lap. 
Earth is heavy. The ball re­ 
quired in moving a tree that 
is four inches in trunk dia­ 
meter— a relative small tree 
— will weigh about one-half 
ton, 
according 
to 
planting 
specifications 
recommended 
by the National Arborist Assn. 
This much’ weight can’t be 
handled without special equip­ 
ment. 
All things considered, if 
you want a tree you might be 
wise to buy it from a reputa­ 
ble firm. Then you will be as­ 
sured of a healthy tree and a 
good planting job. 


bulbs show color in late Jan­ 
uary and February. 
C a m e l l i a s bloom right 
through 
winter 
and 
some 


er flowering shrubs will need 
pruning before winter ends, 
and the sooner you start, the 
better. 
There are many shrubs that 
do 
not 
need 
pruning, 
of 
course, and nurserymen warn 
against 
any 
indiscriminate 
hacking. A chat on pruning 
theory and schedules with a 
Marin nurseryman will bene­ 
fit many an 
inexperienced 
gardener in this respect. 
Briefly, we do not prune 
spring 
flowering, deciduous 
shrubs and trees until afirrr 
bloom for the simple reason 
that we don’t want to rob our­ 
selves of their beauty. Nor do 
we prune most evergreens in 
winter for the reason that 
pruning is liable to induce 
new growth in these non-dor- 
mant species and new growth 
is susceptible to frost. 
We do prune surnmer-flow’- 
ering shrubs such as roses 
and hydrangeas which will 
bloom on the new growth they 
produce 
next 
spring. 
We 
prune fruit trees to help pre­ 
vent overcropping and to im­ 
prove quality of the fruit. We 
prune grapes for the same 
reason and berries because 
the canes on which they bore 
fruit this year will not be pro­ 
ductive again and should be 
removed. And we prune decid­ 
uous shade trees now if there 
is any dead wood to remove, 
if the form needs improving 
or if the trunk needs strength­ 
ening. 
It is impossible here to 
complete the “do prune” and 
“do not prune” list so as to 
cover all plants. But a good 
rule of thumb is — when in 
doubt, consult an expert such 
as your nurseryman. And for 
larger scale tree p r u n i n g 
jobs, it is usually wise to em­ 
ploy the services of a profes­ 
sional tree trimmer. 


Azaleas follow suit. Annuals 
such as Pansy and Primula 
are as prevalent in February 
as they are in March or April. 
But who’s to complain? Isn't 
this just like saying that it’s 
almost always spring in „Cali­ 
fornia— or that our winter is 
spring-like 
in 
its 
relative 
mildness? This is hardly trou­ 
ble as we see it. 
Still and all. there’s some­ 
thing 
nice 
about 
watching 
plants go dormant and then 
blossom forth almost over­ 
night 
with 
color 
on 
bare 
branches. And even if they do 
this in mid-winter hereabouts, 
it’s 
suddenly 
spring 
when 
they come out. 
Consider, 
then, 
planting 
some of the better deciduous 
shrubs 
and 
enjoying 
their 
annual change. Your rewards 
will be great w hen they break 
their winter rest. 
Flowering quinces, for in­ 
stance, are lovely heralds of 
spring, breaking bloom early 
in the new year. Their deli­ 
cacy is to be cherished, both 
in the garden and in the house 
where cut branches are used 
as decoration. Pink, red, white, 
coral and variations thereof 
in double and single blossoms 
are available. 
For those who haven’t tried 
it, we recommend the “beauty 
bush” for its long, arching 
branches 
of 
delicate 
pink 
blooms in spring. This little- 
known shrub is a real winner 
when it’s well established — 
not far different than the 
more familiar Weigela, except 
blooms are smaller, more del­ 
icate and more profuse. Plant 
both Weigela and beauty bush 
for a good show. 
Plant, also, the delicate yel­ 
low sprays of “golden bells” 
and the traditional beauty of 
dogwood— not our native va­ 
riety, which is best in its na­ 
tive foothills, but Eastern dog­ 
wood, which does well in Ma­ 
rin. And lastly, by all means, 
plant the prolific deciduous 
magnolias. 
They really de­ 
serve a story by themselves, 
for there just aren’t any show­ 
ier spring shrubs to be found 
— not anywhere. If that seems 
a strong recommendation, be 
assured that it is. 


There is much to be gained 
from properly planting the 
ground beneath a tree. But 
many Marin gardeners over­ 
look this fact. 


Trees quite often are let 
to create such dense shade at 
their bases that nothing real­ 
ly grows well. Indeed, noth­ 
ing is even planted. 
There is another problem 
in planting under a tree that 
shade has nothing to do with. 
Trees have greedy roots sys­ 
tems which deplete the soil 
of nutrients. And even when 
the branches are pruned to 
admit light, the planting un­ 
der them is apt to suffer from 
malnutrition. 


Both these facts should be 
considered when you try to 
create anything of beauty at 
a tree’s base. Allow for them 
and you can convert an often 
wasted space into a featured 
attraction in your garden. 
The first problem, of course, 
can be eliminated with the 
proper use of pruning shears 
and sawT. If the tree is of 
great 
size, 
however, 
you’d 


Here is the Marin garden­ 
er’s checklist for the coming 
week: 
^ Prune roses, grapes, ber­ 
ries and fruit trees. Wait un­ 
til next month to prune Fuch­ 
sias. 
Plant the deciduous Mag­ 
nolias now for a sudden burst 
of bloom when weather starts 
to warm up. 
Gladiolus may be planted 
any time between now and 


best let a professional handle 
the job. The ground is a long 
way down when you are try­ 
ing to use a saw in the upper­ 
most branches of a large tree. 
To allow for a tree’s voraci­ 
ous roots, it is often advisable 
to raise the soil slightly in a 
bed around the base of the 
trunk. Under oaks, however, 
be sure you leave air space 
between trunk and raised bed 
so that dirt won’t encourage 
crown rot. Extra food and wat­ 
er are needed, too — the 
amount 
depending on 
the 
size of the tree. 
It is much easier to plan 
your tree-ground relationship 
when you plant the tree. Keep 
in mind that such attractive 
specimens as the white birch 
are enhanced by a base plant­ 
ing of ornamentals and ever­ 
greens, 
that 
a 
flowering 
cherry or some other star per­ 
former in spring is extra spe­ 
cial when it blooms over a 
blooming azalea or bulb bed, 
that a conifer can be nicely 
complemented with a “ wood­ 
sy” plantipg such as dwarf 
juniper or azaleas at its base. 


early summer. Make several 
plantings. 
Lawns 
should 
be 
cut 
shorter in winter than in sum­ 
mer. 
Mow them preferably 
when the grass is dry. 
Shade 
trees 
should be 
planted now, not later when 
you 
think 
of their shade. 
Bareroot stock is easier to 
handle and will make a fast 
start in the spring when it 
gets warmer.

“In bringing c l a s s i c a l 
music to m ore Americans 
than ever before, through 
live performances, high fi­ 
delity records, and school 
p r o g r a m s , the U.S. has 
opened a vast new era of 
cultural enrichm ent and an

world leadership in music'* 
according to four prom i­ 
nent Americans. At a recent 
symposium in New York, 
opera star Rise Stevens: 
vice president-general m an­ 
ager of RCA Victor Record 
Company and head of the 
Record 
Industry 
Associa­ 
tion, Mr. George M arek: 
Dean of the School of Music 
University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia Dr. R. K endall; and 
Congressman Frank Thom p­ 
son, Jr. chairm an of the 
House Select Subcommittee 
on Education; with Mr. H. 
T. Harwood, a Shure exec­ 
utive, acting as m oderator 
discussed

It was brought out that 
Americans were spending 
more for music than for 
sports — a total of l l 1/^ bil- 
1 i o n annually. Americans 
support more symphony or­ 
chestras — almost 1,200 
than the rest of the world 
combined, and opera, ballet 
and concert ticket sales are 
the highest in history. Rise 
S t e v e n s emphasized the 
overwhelming c h a n g e i n 
American tastes during the 
fifties. Whereas the Euro­ 
peans have regarded us as 
c u l t u r a l adolescents who 
know the price of every­ 
thing and the value of noth­ 
ing, the image is changing. 
The average American is 
now more fam iliar with the 
classical performing a r t s . 
“Van Cliburn's fans,” she 
said, “now compare in num ­ 
ber with those of Elvis Pres­ 
ley.’* 


It was brought out that 
this year about 1,200 AM 
and FM radio stations are 
programming more t h a n 
13,000 hours of c o n c e r t 
music each week. 


Dr. 
Kendall 
described 
how broad new opportuni­ 
ties for developing musical 
appreciation and skills have 
opened up for today's aver­ 
age child. This, he pointed 
out, was in sharp contrast 
to Europe, where only the 
very talented children are 
given adequate attention.

THE BOOK OF 


VIEWS TO DINE BY by Jer­ 
ome E. Klein, View Books Inc., 
283 pages, $4.95. Reviewed 
by Don Keown. 
For his “the stories of pan­ 
oramic restaurants around the 
world,” public relations man 
Klein has compiled a list of 
626 eating establishments in 
51 countries on f i v e con­ 
tinents which he feels offer 
exceptional views along with 
their cuisine. 
Of these, 248 are accompan­ 
ied by photographs showing 
just what the diner will be 
feasting his eyes upon while 
feeding the inner man. Brief 
informational sketches accom­ 
pany all the listings. And for 
many, there is greater detail 
including scores of interest­ 
ing anecdotes and vignettes. 
As 
might 
be 
expected, 
many of the restaurants cho­ 
sen have lofty locales—atop 
buildings, hotels, mountains, 
cliffs, monuments. Others are 
located in charming gardens 
or courtyards or adjacent to 
world famous scenic spots. 
The United States is not ov­ 
erlooked. And among the lim­ 
ited number of American res­ 
taurants included is one from 
Marin—Sausalito’s Alta Mira 
Hotel and its Terrace Dining 
Room with its sweeping view 
of San Francisco, the bay, the 
bridge and Sausalito itself. 
Says Klein: “I find Sausa­ 
lito a lovely place — it is a 
combination of many wonder­ 
ful places—of the fishing cove 
of Portofino and of a sleepy 
New England village, near 
Portland, Maine . . .” 
San Francisco places listed 
include Cliff House, Francis­ 
can Restaurant, Rolf's, Star- 
lite Roof of the Hotel Sir 
Francis Drake, Steacy’s Round 
House and, one of the very 
few cocktail lounges to make 
the grade, the Top of the 
Mark. 
Outside the USA, there are 
restaurants in ancient castles, 
an Irish establishment that 
boasts a ghost, many eating 
places where events of great 
historic significance occurred, 
restaurants that revolve, Eng- 
glish pubs, eating facilities 
aboard excursion boats, and 
much more. 
Two brief criticisms: While 
the photographs are beautiful, 
space considerations h a v e 
sometimes limited their size

to such an extent that the 
beauty they depict cannot be 
fully appreciated by the view­ 
er. And while in many in­ 
stances Klein does include 
some information on cuisine 
as well as views, in a num­ 
ber of other cases the quality 
and specialties of the food 
and service are totally over­ 
looked. And no matter how 
magnificent the view, a trav­ 
eler, we are sure, would also 
want to have some advance 
assurance that the recom­ 
mended establishment offers 
something with special appeal 
to the taste buds as well as 
the eyes. 
The b o o k , nevertheless, 
makes for interesting read­ 
ing. It should be of real serv­ 
ice to the person who travels 
much, and who enjoys eating 
in surroundings of exception­ 
al beauty. 


HOW TO BUILD FIBERGLASS 
BOATS by Charles Bell, Cow- 
ard-McCann Inc., 244 pages,

The development of fiber­ 
glass has, according to Char­ 
les F. Chapman, editor of Mo­ 
tor Boating Magazine, made 
it possible for even the ama­ 
teur to fabricate a superior 
boat—providing he is aided 
by expert advice. And, the 
editor adds, Charles Bell, boat 
designer and builder, is just 
the man to go to for that ad­ 
vice. 
Bell, however, makes it un- , 
necessary for 
builders to 
come to him. In this book he 
provides step-by-step direc­ 
tions on how to build 15 dif­ 
ferent kinds of- boats ranging 
from a 16-foot dinghy to a 
29-foot cruiser. 
The first half of his book 
is devoted to a general dis­ 
cussion of the use of rein­ 
forced plastics in small boat 
building plus an analysis of 
several 
different 
building 
methods and some instruc­ 
tion on repairs and mainten­ 
ance. 
The last half of the book 
then includes the directions 
for building such boats as a 
Mohawk canoe, the Zephyr 
runabout, the Minuteman cat­ 
amaran, the Seafoam sports 
boat, a River Queen house­ 
boat, the Discoverer cruiser, 
a racing sloop, and others. 
Thrown in as a “bonus” are in­ 
structions for building “foam 
boats” (for walking on water) 
and an aquacycle.

Now's The Time To Sharpen 
Shears And Start Pruning 


If you would start your gar­ 
den in good order as the new 
year begins, 
sharpen your 
shears and start pruning. De­ 
ciduous fruit trees, grapes, 
berries, roses and certain oth- 


Gift Trees 
Can Prove 
Too Costly 


If a friend offers you a 
young shade tree ’’just for the 
digging,” look it over before 
you accept. You may find it's 
no bargain. 
Have the tree identified as 
to species; it may be a variety 
that is not desirable for home 
landscaping. 
Check 
it 
for 
shape and condition. It should 
have a straight stem with 
well-formed branches, and be 
free of pests and injuries. 
Moving the tree may be a 
larger operation than you an­ 
ticipate. Usually “gift” trees 
are too large to be transplant­ 
ed successfully without a ball 
of earth around the roots. 
This entails careful digging 
and w’rapping the ball in bur­ 
lap. 
Earth is heavy. The ball re­ 
quired in moving a tree that 
is four inches in trunk dia­ 
m eter—a relative small tree 
—will weigh about one-half 
ton, 
according 
to 
planting 
specifications 
recommended 
by the National Arborist Assn. 
This much weight can’t be 
handled without special equip­ 
ment. 
All things considered, if 
you want a tree you might be 
wise to buy it from a reputa­ 
ble firm. Then you will be as­ 
sured of a healthy tree and a 
good planting job. 


er flowering shrubs will need 
pruning before winter ends, 
and the sooner you start, the 
better. 
There are many shrubs that 
do 
not 
need 
pruriing, 
of 
course, and nurserymen warn 
against 
any 
indiscriminate 
hacking. A chat on pruning 
theory and schedules with a 
Marin nurseryman will bene­ 
fit many an inexperienced 
gardener in this respect. 
Briefly, we do not prune 
spring 
flowering 
deciduous 
shrubs and trees until after 
bloom for the simple reason 
that we don’t want to rob our­ 
selves of their beauty. Nor do 
we prune most evergreens in 
winter for the reason that 
pruning is liable to induce 
new growth in these non-dor- 
mant species and new growth 
is susceptible to frost. 
We do prune summer-flow­ 
ering shrubs such as roses 
and hydrangeas which will 
bloom on the new growth they 
produce 
next 
spring. 
Wre 
prune fruit trees to help pre­ 
vent overcropping and to im­ 
prove quality of the fruit. We 
prune grapes for the same 
reason and berries because 
the canes on which they bore 
fruit this year will not be pro­ 
ductive again and should be 
removed. And we prune decid­ 
uous shade trees now if there 
is any dead wood to remove, 
if the form needs improving 
or if the trunk needs strength­ 
ening. 
It is impossible here to 
complete the “do prune” and 
“do not prune” list so as to 
cover all plants. But a good 
rule of thumb is — when in 
doubt, consult an expert such 
as your nurseryman. And for 
larger scale tree p r u n i n g 
jobs, it is usually wise to em­ 
ploy the services of a profes­ 
sional tree trimmer. 


Azaleas follow suit. Annuals 
such as Pansy and Primula 
are as prevalent in February 
as they are in March or April. 
But who's to complain? Isn't 
this just like saying that it’s 
almost always spring in .Cali­ 
fornia—or that our winter is 
spring-like 
in 
its 
relative 
mildness? This is hardly trou­ 
ble as we see it. 
Still and all, there's some­ 
thing 
nice 
about 
watching 
plants go dormant and then 
blossom forth almost over­ 
night 
with 
color 
on 
bare 
branches. And even if they do 
this in mid-winter hereabouts, 
it’s 
suddenly 
spring 
when 
they come out. 
Consider, 
then, 
planting 
some of the better deciduous 
shrubs 
and 
enjoying 
their 
annual change. Your rewards 
will be great w hen they break 
their winter rest. 
Flowering quinces, for in­ 
stance, are lovely heralds of 
spring, breaking bloom early 
in the new year. Their deli­ 
cacy is to be cherished, both 
in the garden and in the house 
where cut branches are used 
as decoration. Pink, red, white, 
coral and variations thereof 
in double and single blossoms 
are available. 
For those who haven’t tried 
it, we recommend the “beauty 
bush” for its long, arching 
branches 
of 
delicate 
pink 
blooms in spring. This little- 
known shrub is a real w5nner 
when it’s well established — 
not far different than the 
more familiar Weigela, except 
blooms are smaller, more del­ 
icate and more profuse. Plant 
both Weigela and beauty bush 
for a good show. 
Plant, also, the delicate yel­ 
low sprays of “golden bells” 
and the traditional beauty of 
dogwood—not our native va­ 
riety, which is best in its na­ 
tive foothills, but Eastern dog­ 
wood, which does well in Ma­ 
rin. And lastly, by all means, 
plant the prolific deciduous 
magnolias. 
They really de­ 
serve a story by themselves, 
for there just aren’t any show­ 
ier spring shrubs to be found 
—not anywhere. If that seems 
a strong recommendation, be 
assured that it is. 
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The Ground Beneath 
Tree Poses Special 
Planting Problems 


There is much to be gained 
from properly planting the 
ground beneath a tree. But 
many Marin gardeners over­ 
look this fact. 
Trees quite often are let 
to create such dense shade at 
their bases that nothing real­ 
ly grows well. Indeed, noth­ 
ing is even planted. 
There is another problem 
in planting under a tree that 
shade has nothing to do with. 
Trees have greedy roots sys­ 
tems which deplete the soil 
of nutrients. And even when 
the branches are pruned to 
admit light, the planting un­ 
der them is apt to suffer from 
malnutrition. 
Both these facts should be 
considered when you try to 
create anything of beauty at 
a tree’s base. Allow for them 
and you can convert an often 
wasted space into a featured 
attraction in your garden. 
The first problem, of course, 
can be eliminated with the 
proper use of pruning shears 
and saw-. If the tree is of 
great 
size, 
however, 
you’d 


best let a professional handle 
the job. The ground Is a long 
way down when you are try­ 
ing to use a saw in the upper­ 
most branches of a large tree. 
To allow for a tree’s voraci­ 
ous roots, it is often advisable 
to raise the soil slightly in a 
bed around the base of the 
trunk. Under oaks, however, 
be sure you leave air space 
between trunk and raised bed 
so that dirt won’t encourage 
crown rot. Extra food and wat­ 
er are needed, too — the 
amount 
depending 
on 
the 
size of the tree. 
It is much easier to plan 
your tree-ground relationship 
when you plant the tree. Keep 
in mind that such attractive 
specimens as the white birch 
are enhanced by a base plant­ 
ing of ornamentals and ever­ 
greens, 
that 
a 
flow’ering 
cherry or some other star per­ 
former in spring is extra spe­ 
cial when it blooms over a 
blooming azalea or bulb bed, 
that a conifer can be nicely 
complemented with a “wood­ 
sy” planting such as dwarf 
juniper or azaleas at its base. 


GARDENERS CHECKI 1ST 


Here is the Marin garden­ 
er’s checklist for the coming 
week: 
Prune roses, grapes, ber­ 
ries and fruit trees. Wait un­ 
til next month to prune Fuch­ 
sias. 
Plant the deciduous Mag­ 
nolias now for a sudden burst 
of bloom when w eather starts 
to warm up. 
Gladiolus may be planted 
any time between now and 


early summer. Make several 
plantings. 
Lawns 
should 
be 
cut 
shorter in winter than in sum­ 
mer. 
Mow them preferably 
when the grass is dry. 
Shade 
trees 
should 
be 
planted now, not later when 
you think 
of their shade. 
Bareroot stock is easier to 
handle and will make a fast 
start in the spring when it 
gets warmer.
